He held that
this govermment never wouwld barter
away its inalienable right to inhibit
the coming to this coumiry of any class
of prople from any country on earth,
if In the judgment of congress such
persones would be objectiopable. Mr,
Mitchell expressed the bellef that tire
constitutionality of the proposed meas-
ure could not be challenged suocessful-
ly.

“It is in Hne he sald, "with the
overwhelming sentiment of this coun-
try. 1t ls not when viewed from the
proper standpoint, in confliot with any
exinting trealy stipulations between
the United States and China. BEven i
It were, this could be urged only as &
polloy objections and not one that for
a moment would go to any lnck of
power In congress under the oconstl-
tution to enact a law. It is legisia-
thon not only in line with public sen-
timent of 'this country, but also with
the established poiloy of this govern-
ment." /

He poloted out that China bad as-
sented to the polloy of exclusion and
had not regarded such a policy on the
part of the Unkted States as hostlile to
the Empire of Ohina.
